Three individuals from 
Massachusetts and one 
Massachusetts based en- 
vironmental group have been 
named recipients of En- 
vironmental Merit Awards from 
the U. S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency. 

John A. S. McGlennon, 
Regional EPA Administrator, 
announced that the awards, 
which are the highest the 
Regional Office can offer, are to 
be presented to: Dana Duxbury 
of Andover; Rita Barron of New- 
ton; David E. Shepardson of 
Worcester; and the Conservation 
Law Foundation of New England. 

Ms. Duxbury was recognized 
for her many efforts to focus 
greater attention on the 
problems of solid waste. She 
serves as solid waste specialist 
for both the state and national 
League of Women Voters. She 
has worked extensively in the 
areas of resource recovery and 
conservation and was one of the 
prime movers behind the recent- 
ly defeated bottle bill referen- 
dum in Massachusetts. 

Ms. Barron is being recognized 
for her efforts as Executive 
Director of the Charles River 
Watershed Association, a 
citizens’ organization represen- 
ting the 35 towns and cities in the 
Charles drainage area. Ms. 
Barron has prepared numerous 
brochures, slide shows and other 
educational materials that have 
helped focus attention on the im- 
portance of restoring and protec- 
ting the water quality of the 
Charles River and for promoting 
wise land use of its banks. Ms. 
barron has served on numerous 
environmental committees at the 
local and state level. 

Mr. Shepardson is being 
recognized for his activities as a 
member of the Worcester 
Conservation Commission and 
the Regional Environmental 
Council of Worcester. His ac- 
tivities are many and varied and 
range from planning and map- 
ping extensive hiking and bicycle 
trails in the Worcester area to 
serving as Chairman of the Open 
Space Committee of the Conser- 
vation Commission which helped 
draft a plan for Worcester which 
sets aside historic sites and areas 
of habitat value for wildlife and 
nature study. Mr. Shepardson 
belongs to numerous en- 
vironmental groups, citizens 
committees, and advisory com- 
mittees working on environmen- 
tal problems at the local and 
state level. 

The Boston-based Conservation 
Law Foundation is recognized for 
providing environmental legal 
guidance to citizens, conserva- 
tion commissions and town 
counsel. The group carries on ex- 
tensive educational programs 
and has distributed some 30,000 
publications over the past few 
years. 

Mr. McGiennon noted that 
some 100 nominations for awards 
were received this year. Twelve 
plaque winners were selected. 
The awards will be presented at 
EPA’s Annual New England 
Citizens’ Briefing to be held Dec. 
2 from 1 p.m. to 4 p.m. at the 
New Bngland Aquarium in 
Boston.

New Faces 
In Town 


Phyllis Tsoronis and Gail 
McMeekin, both psychiatric 
social workers, introduced into 
Andover elementary schools this 
fall a whole new world of ser- 
vices in the area of mental 
health. 

As ‘‘school adjustment 
counsellors,’’ they offer the kinds 
of services one would get at a 
regular mental health clinic. 

They work out of the Chapter 
766 offices in The Jackson School, 
and handle short-term emotional 
crises as well as on-going adjust- 
ment problems. 

Having these services in the 
schools, says Pamela Kvilekval, 
766 pupil personnel ad- 
ministrator, they become more a 
part of every day life, and people 
are learning that emotional 
problems and everyday stresses 
are not something to be em- 
barrassed about. 

If there’s a crisis, the adjust- 
ment counsellors can help a child 
and his parents through it. A 
young life can be affected, for in- 
stance by the absence of one 
parent, a long-term illness or 
death, or marital or financial 
problems at home. A child may 
become distressed because he’s 
having difficulty with his school 
work or because he doesn’t have 
any friends. He may have 
problems that are less ob- 
vious—low self-esteem, sibling 
rivalry, over-dependency, school- 
phobia. 

There are also the normal 
developmental problems that are 
more difficult for some 
youngsters to deal with than 
others. They may need help to 
understand the physical and 
emotional changes taking place 
in their bodies. 

Many cases in the past were 
referred to outside agencies, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Kvilekval. But, 
she says, many parents were 
reluctant to follow up on such 
recommendations because of the 
logistics involved, or because 
they were embarrassed. 

Phyllis and Gail don’t touch a 
child until he or she has been 
referred by the 766 core evalua

tion teams. Right now they’re 
evaluation a backlog of 
youngsters from the CET’s try- 
ing to determine priorities, 
because they can only work with 
a limited number of youngsters 
at a time. Eventually they’ll 
work with youngsters both in- 
dividually and in groups. 

In addition, they’re responding 
to current, immediate problems. 

Each covers three 
schools—Gail is assigned to Ban- 
croft, West Elementary and 
Shawsheen, while Phyllis is 
assigned to Sanborn, Doherty and 
South. They share the traditional 
classroom youngsters at West.

children, they also offer 
workshops to Andover parents. 
They've just completed one for 
kindergarten parents, helping 
them to overcome any adjust- 
ment problems their youngsters 
might have starting to 
school—and the program was so 
well-received they’re planning 
more. 

Seven parents (six mothers and 
one father) attended, and found 
out, the leaders say, that their 
fears were normal. They were 
reassured to find that they 
shared the same concerns of 
other parents. 

Phyllis and Gail are now in the 
middle of a six-week Sunday

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night group for single parents—a 
forum for sharing their concerns 
and meeting other parents who 
might have the same troubles. 

The counsellors say they will 
he planning other parent groups, 
ind welcome suggestions from 
the community. 

They also want to be con- 
sidered as resource people and 
hope that parents will come to 
them for advice. ‘‘We have some 
knowledge,’ they say, ‘‘and we 
might as well share it.” 

Still another of their goals is to 
work closely with other agencies 
in the community to prevent 
duplication of services. 

The two adjustment counsellor 
jobs were created by the school 
committee last spring when they 
did away with five elementary 
school guidance positions. But 
Phyllis and Gail are quick to note 
that they don't by any means 
“replace” the guidance function. 

Thev don't vet involved in 
testing, for instance, as guidance 
people would. They are instead 
(rained in depth for therapy, and 
vive only direct services. 

In addition to the school adjust- 
ment counsellors, the system this 
year has two new adaptive 
physical education people. It is 
their goal to try to improve a 
youngster’s self-esteem through 
working out any physical 
problems.

OPEC and the American People 


by Jack Anderson 
with Joe Spear 


WASHINGTON -- An event is 
coming up that will affect every 
American citizen. The story has 
been relegated to the financial 
pages. But it could determine 
whether we will have another 
round of price rises. 

This important event will take 
place next month. The Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, known informally as 
OPEC, will meet on December 
15 in the Arab sheikdom of 
Qatar. Thirteen nations belong to 
OPEC. Together, they rig the 
price of oil. 

In Saudi Arabia, for example, 
it costs 12 cents to produce a bar- 
rel of oil. But thanks to OPEC, 
the Saudis are able to sell the 
same oil for $12 a barrel. Now 
the OPEC nations are calling for 
still higher prices. 

Nigeria has been talking about 
a 40 per cent increase. The shah 
of Iran has suggested at least a 
15 per cent increase. 

What would this mean to the 
average American? A 15 per 
cent increase would cost con- 
sumers an additional $6 billion 
for overseas oil. Of course, oil is 
our lifeblood. We need it to heat 
our homes, run our factories and 
fuel our automobiles. Petroleum 
is also the base for hundreds of 
products, ranging from fer- 
tilizers to medicines. 

This means the price of most 
products would go up. Many 
unscrupulous businessmen, to 
judge trom the past, would take 
advantage of the cost increase to 
jack up their prices more than

necessary. So the American peo- 
ple would probably wind up pay- 
ing more than $6 billion in price 
increases. 

It seems to us, therefore, that 
the coming OPEC meeting is 
more important than a dry story 
on the financial pages. We have 
gone to sources high in the White 
House, State Dept. and diplo- 
matic community to find out 
what the OPEC nations are 
likely to do. 

Surprisingly, our sources are 
optimistic. U.S. diplomats and 
economists have been busy 
behind the scenes educating the 
OPEC leaders on global interde- 
pendence. Our sources believe 
the OPEC leaders now unders- 
tand that higher oil prices will 
cause inflation in the West. The 
OPEC nations, of course, can't 
eat their petrodollars. They must 
invest their huge profits. 

They don't trust Communist 
governments. So they have in- 
vested most of their petrodollars 
in the West. Inflation in the West, 
therefore, will cheapen their 
petrodollars. Our economists 
have just about convinced the 
OPEC leaders that they now 
have a huge stake in the finan- 
cial stability of the West. 

Our sources, therefore, believe 
the OPEC nations will go to their 
conference next month with a 
clearer understanding of global 
interdependence. The Saudis 
have always understood _ this. 
They are expected to be a 
moderating influence at the 
meeting. But even the shah of

In fact, the most radical of the 
OPEC nations, Algeria, is ex- 
pected to be reasonable about oil 
prices. Our sources say Algeria 
doesn't want to isolate itself from 
its Arab neighbors. 

So insiders now predict that 
the oil price increase won't be 40 
per cent or even 15 per cent. 
They are convinced it will be 
about 10 per cent. Of course, that 
still means over #4 billion in 
price increases for Americans. 

DRUG PROBE: US. con- 
gressmen have been doing some 
dramatic undercover work in 
the netherworld of narcotics 
dealing. 

On September 19, six legis- 
lators, accompanied by New 
York City officials, piled into 
three police “surveillance vans.” 
They drove through some of the 
city’s worst heroin-infested 
neighborhoods. 

The incredulous congressmen 
watched the street transactions, 
as pushers peddled drugs to 
their customers. It was a bright, 
sunny day. The illegal drug 
trade was conducted in the open. 
Some transactions took place in 
full view of uniformed police- 
men. A pusher even approached 
one of the van drivers and tried 
to sell him some drugs. 

The marketplaces were 
pointed out to the congressmen. 
Certain street corners were 
reserved for heroin dealers, 
others for cocaine connections, 
others for amphetamine and 
barbiturate dealers. 

On the night of November 1, 
meanwhile, Rep. Charles 
Rangel, D.-N.Y., took a tour of 
the narcotics neighborhoods. He 
was shadowed by undercover 
detectives. He walked along 
Eighth Avenue. He strolled 
down 7th, 26th, 41st, 117th and 
118th Streets. He ‘told us that 
these streets no longer belong to 
the people of New York. They 
belong to the pushers.

Rangel also saw drug transac- 
tions take place in front of 
uniformed policemen and patrol 
cars. The police intervened only 
when a pusher became too 
rowdy. Then a police car would 
blow its siren, and the pusher 
would amble off. 

The congressman saw 9-year- 
old and 10-year-old children act- 
ing as middlemen. They would 
run through the steets, hawking 
narcotics for pushers, to earn a 
small commission. Some of the 
street people recognized the con- 
gressman. Yet pushers actually 
tried to sell him heroin. One 
pusher was so insistent that he 
had to be piled away from the 
congressman by the undercover 
cops. 

CLEAN CAMPAIGN: The 
1976 election campaign was 
probably the cleanest in modern 
times. We can thank Watergate. 
One of the Watergate reforms 
was the creation of a Federal 
Election Commission. The com- 
mission monitored campaign 
contributions and spending. This 
helped to prevent any candidate 
from gaining an unfair advan- 
tage. 

But in politics, the hand is 
often quicker than the eye. The 
commission will spend the next 
year, therefore, investigating the 
1976 campaign. It will take that 
long to do a thorough job. 

We have had access to the 
commission's confidential 
memos. According to these 
memos, the commission will 
focus on campaign committee 
expenditures. Its investigators 
suspect that some campaign 
committees covered up ques- 
tionable expenditures. 

Several committees reported 
large lump sums for general 
purposes. The commission in- 
tends to find out whether the 
money was actually spent for 
those purposes.

Kditor’s Note: Last 
summer, a survey of An- 
dover’s architecture was 
commissioned jointly 
by the Andover 
Bicentennial Committee 
and the Historic District 
Stud: Committee. here 
is a picture report on 
one of the documented 
architectural styles. 


Near the end of the 
nineteenth century, a style of 
American architecture 
developed that broke with the 
established patterns of Vic- 
torian architecture and return- 
ed to early American buildings 
as a source of inspiration. 
Shingle Style buildings reflect 
their colonial ancestry primari- 
ly in their renewed use of rough 
wooden shingles as an exterior 
wall covering, and also in their 
use of specific colonial forms 
and details. 


These colonial features were 
creatively combined with a new 
openness of interior spaces and 
flowing exterior surfaces, often 
emphasized by curves and 
rounded corners. The Shingle 
Style was the first style to be 
developed primarily by 
Americans. It was the source of 
inspiration for much of Frank 
Lloyd Wright’s early work and 
it helped to lay the groundwork 
for the Modern Movement in 
architecture.

Shingle Style Reflects Colonial Heritage 


The Shingle Style was in- 
troduced in the fashionable 
seacoast resort areas of New 
England in the late 1870’s. The 
style’s characteristic veran- 
dahs and easy interpenetration 
of indoor and outdoor spaces 
made it well-suited to modern 
leisure life styles. In the follow- 
ing two decades, the Shingle 
Style became a dominant force 
in residential design. Only with 
the rise of the Colonial Revival 
in the early twentieth century 
was this unique style supersed- 
ed. 


Andover has a number of 
fine Shingle Style buildings. In 
addition to several excellent 
Shingle Style houses, the town 
also possesses a school dor- 
mitory and a women’s club 
building in the style. Abbot 
Academy’s Draper Hall is a 
relatively rare example of a 
large Shingle Style academic 
building. The November Club 
on Locke Street is a 
sophisticated adaptation of the 
style to another institutional 
use.
